report or* the bill eatabliohing additional 
regulations concerning immigration to the 
United States by increasing by three the 
number of excluded olaanes of aliens. 
The 


ftrat are tbe illiterate over twelve years of 
age, and speaking of these the report iaja 
hat in view of the alarming changes taking 
>lace in the character of immigrant* 
swarming into the United States, the meas- 
ure is not a harsh one. 
Aged persons, 


however, are permitted to come and join-, 
their families. 


The second elaas are those persona par- 


tially or wholly disabled from manual 
labor, they to be made a special inquiry, 
and proof must he proonred that they will 
not beoomo a public charge. 


The third class are persons belonging to 


societies who favor or jistify the unlawful 
destruction of property or life. Under the 
present law, says the report, they can enter 
the United States, bat tbe measure pro- 
posed will remedy this condition of affairs.

The way newspaper mail 
is handled is especially outrageous 
Washington city is trot six hours from 
New York, and yet- the Washington Sun- 
day morning papers are not delivered 
here till Monday. Pittsburg is but 12 
hours from here, and the Pittsburg Sun- 
day papers are not delivered here at the 
newsstands before 8 or 4 o'clock Monday, 
and not to individual subscribers until 
Monday night. Not infrequently Mon- 
day's paper (jets to the subscribers before 
the Sunday issue. Chicago in bnt a dtiy 
off, yet it takes two and sometimes throe ' 
days to reach the New York subscribers 
of a Chicago morning newspaper. I got 
papers from these cities and know this is 
30, and I know it is the same with other 
newspaper mail. 


The letter mail is uncertain. Some- 


times it ia on time, more frequently not. 
Sometimes a letter mailed in New York 
to an address in the same city will reach 
the jurty addressed within a couple of 
hours—very often not the same day. The 
whole postal service seems to have be- 
some demoralized and uncertain. 
In 


short, it is outrageous and ought to be 
amended without delay.—New York 
Herald.

Some prayed 
all night, and one old negro after wres- 
tling with his sins all night, and was on 
his knees supplicating his Master's mercy 
upon him, heard a bugle blown by one of 
bis neighbors and fell prostrate to the 
ground from fear of the idea that it 
was Gabriel's trumpet.—Cor.

A Cure for Snake Bite. 


Another treatment for snake bite ia 


added to the long list of remedies that 
have come from many countries.
